What is it all About ? 

Tha Toronto 'Globe' and it satellites 
continue to harp upon the Pacific 
Railway Charter, which they hare not 
hesitated to characterise an the hugest 
iniquity ever porpotratod in Canada. 
It is represented to bo apolitical ongine 
which is to rule tho empiro for at least 
ono decade. But wo fail to discover in 
what respect tho Charter is opon to 
this objection. The enterprise is un- 
deniably ono of huge proportions, and, 
in any hands, must exort powerful in- 
fluence. The cardinal object is to 
have it in good hands. Could it be in 
hotter ? One naturally feels disinclined 
to suspect tho motives of a journal 
which has, in times past, done good 
Bervice in tho cause of freedom and 
tho westward course of British Empiro. 
And yet, does it not seem difficult to 
altogether banish tho suspicion that 
the 'Globe' objects to the influence in- 
evitably arising out of this enterprise, 
chiefly because that iufluenco is likely 
to bo wielded against tho political 
party of which it is the chosen organ ? 
If it'wero clear that tho Charter were 
to be the powerful lover in the hands 
of tho Urits that tho 'Globe' appre- 
hends it will bo in other hands, it 
Koems difficult to beliove that the 
Toronto 'Thunderer' would have so 
much fault to find with it. But the 
chiof point sought to bo made by the 
Opposition press against tho Govern- 
ment is in respect to tho eastern section 
of the main lino. It is contended 
that the chiof men connected with the 
Canadian Pacific are also interested 
in the Northern Pacific Railway, and 
that tho former road will be made to 
play into tho other, for a time at least, 
by postponing tho construction of 
the eastern section of the Canadian 
Pacific, and immediately constructing 
the Manitoba section or branch, con- 
necting with the American railway 
system. It will be admitted that evi- 
dence of such intent would, indeed, 
constitute good ground for complaint; 
for not only would such a scheme be a 
violation of good faith with the Pacific 
Province, and with all the Provinces, 
but it would be an act of suicido. Wo 
coiifosj that, did we see good reason 
for behaving that anything of the 
kind lurked in the Charter we should 
not be behind the 'Globe' in tho heart- 
iness of our denunciation. But we 
have scanned tho text of the Charter 
in vain for evidonco of such intent. It 
is distinctly provided in the 8th article 
of the Charter that the Company shall, 
within two years from tho the twentieth 
day of July, 1871, eomninnco simulta- 
neously the construction of the Bail- 
way from the Pacific Ocean towards 
tho Rocky Mountains, and from a 
point in tho Province of Ontario, horo- 
aft.or to be dotermiucd by the Gov- 



thoro were 36,329 movo mnlos than fe- 
males. This shows a total increase of 
population during tho decade of '221,- 
700, — rather leas than wo had boon led to 
oxpoct. The total population of Quebec 
is given at 1,191,510, with tho hoxos about 
equal. In 1801 it was 1,110,001, showing 
an increase of 80,852, a much lessadvunco 
than Ontario. The population of Nova 
Scotia was 337,800, and of New Bruns- 
wick 285,519. It will bo interesting to 
glance at the religions belief of thoao 
threennda half millions. Hanging thom in 
tho order of their numerical strongth, wo 
9nd the roligious bodies standing thus : 
Roman Catholics, 1,192,029; Methodists, 
507,091; Presbyterians, 511,998; Church 
of England, 491,019; Baptists, 239,313. 
The balance is cut up amongst the less 
prominent shades of belief, if we oxcopt 
tho 20 who gave themselves as Atheists, 
109 Boists, mid 5,146 as of no religion at 
all. It will have boon observed that the 
denomination standing at tho head of tho 
list comprises more than one-third of tho 
wholo. This is chiefly owing to Quebec, 
whore the Roman Catholics number 1,- 
019,850 out of a total population of 1,191.- 
516. Of tho total population of tho foikr 
Provinces, 1,138,791 were born in Ontario, 
1,117,001 in Quoboe, 300,832 in Nova 
Scotia, and 215,008 in New Brunswick. 
From this it woidd appear that about 
four-fifths of tho whole are natives of the 
soil, a proportion to bo found in fow now 
countries, and a fact of no trifling import, 
viewed in a national light. Close upon 
throe millions of nutivo born Canadians! 
Such arc a few of the moro salient points 
of the census for 1871. Tho population 
of tho Dominion iR now popularly esti- 
mated at four millions, and with tho ad- 
mission of Prince Edward Island it will 
doubtless bo about that. What will it 
bo in 1881 ? 



Hawaii. 

Thoro is unquestionably a large 
party, respectable in point of wealth 
and position, that is now openly and 
earnestly advocating the offering of 
the sovereignty of tho country to a 
foreign power — in short, the annexa- 
tion of theso islands to tho United 
States of America. 

A meeting of the Honolulu Chamber 
of Commerce was held on Fob. 12th, 
to consider the question of a recipro- 
city treaty with tho United States, at 
which a resolution was adopted "that 
a Committee of this Chamber bo ap- 
pointed to confer with the Government 
and ascertain if any measure can be 
devised to induce tho Government of 
the United Statesto enter into a Treaty 
of Reciprocity with tho Hawaiian 
Islands." 

Mattors are reported as progressing 
favorably under the new King, and 
Admiral Pennock having placed the 
U. S. S. Bonicia, Captain Clary, at 
the disposal of His Majesty for a trip 
among the Islands, the Royal party 
wero to embark on Feb. 19th, accom- 
panied by tho Admiral, provided that 
the United States mail arrived before 
that day. 

Complaint is made that the sugar 
trade with the United States is do- 
creasing, owing to tho United States 
tariff, and is being directed to British 
Columbia and tho Australian Colon- 
ies. 

The eonsus of the Islands has just 
been completed, and shows tho popu- 
lation of the Islands to be about 50,000. 
The Island of Oahu contains a popu- 
lation of 14, 852, an increaso of 1,331 
since 1866. 

On the loth Feb., died M. Rapley, 
director of the Government press. The 
deceased was a native of New York, 
and had beeu a resident of tho Islands 
since 1853. 

A proposition has been made to cede 
Pearl Bay to the United States, on

We must decline to do that; 
and, consequently, wo cannot join the 
Opposition press in what appears to 
us to bo not only an unjustifiable but 
unpatriotic crusade against tho Gov- 
ernment. Nay, more. Looking at 
the wholo question, from first to last, 
wo are disponed to givo the Govern- 
ment very great credit for the way in 
which it has discharged its duty in con- 
nection with the Pacific Railway ; and 
we think that, until they have dono 
something to forfeit public confidence, 
both the Government and tho Com- 
pany have a right to expect the sym- 
pathy and support of ovory loyal man 
in the Dominion.

Maritime Union. 

Tha press of tho Provinces on tho At- 
lantio once more discusses tho policy of 
uniting Nova Scotia, Now Brunswick and 
Prince Edward Island in one for legisla- 
tive purposes. It's an old story, started 
before Confederation, and revived about 
once a year since. This time, however, 
there seems to bo more reality and pur- 
pose in it, — more promiso of coming to 
something. Looking at tho map, one 
wonders such a union had not been 
brought about long since. It soems geo- 
graphically natural, and financially eco- 
nomical that all should bo under one pro- 
vincial administration. In area they 
would not make a Province nearly half 
the si/.o of British Columbia. Theircom- 
binod population would bo less than half 
of that Ontario. Tho three would make 
it magnificent Province. Under one 
strong and economical local Government, 
and with a united representation such as 
they would be entitled to in the Federal 
Parliament, it does seem unquestionable 
that these Maritime Provinces would bo 
more prosperous and powerful than di- 
vided as they are at present. 

California Gold-bearing: Hams. — On 
the occasion of tho last annual market in 
Berneek, St. Gall, says tho SwLin Times 
an inn-keeper, while carving a California 
ham, came upon a nugget of gold tho 
si/.o of a walnut.

Canada Complimented. 

Tho naughty "Times" 1ms unwit- 
tingly boon the means of BMflgmg a 
perfect shower oi camplimotfta upon 
the head of Canada. Referring to Mr. 
Graham's article in 'Fraser'sMagazino,' 
the London 'Telegraph' says: 

"To those short-sighted and feeble- 
heartod guides who arc never tired of 
insulting the noblest colony that ever 
belonged to an Imperial nation, by 
perpetually reiterating the unfounded 
taunt that her sons and daughters 
'lack self-reliance,' wo heartily com- 
mend the perusal of an article on tho 
'Dominion of Canada' in the last num- 
ber of 'Frazer's Magazine.' Among 
living Englishmen none can compete 
with Mr. Cyril Graham, its author, in 
personal knowledge of the widestretch- 
mg Empire which affords a subject for 
his instructive essay." 

"Me, Mr. Graham, com forts us by a 
prophetic assurance that the time is 
not far distant when Rupert's Land 
will be the world's emporium u>1 ' ani- 
mal food, inasmuch as the domestic 
cuttle brought from England flourish 
upon the exuberant pastures of the 
lied ttivor prairies, maintaining them- 
selves with case during the hardest 
winters while rapidly taking the place 
of tho fast, perishing bison." 

The 'Telegraph' then quotes a re- 
mark of Mr. Graham's that in wealth 
of native animals and produce, "Can- 
ada has no rival on the face of the 
earth," ami goes on to say : - 

"It cannot but be profitable for En- 
glishmen, by tho vasi ma jority of whom 
the immensity and richness of British 
North America's fertility is unappreci- 
ated, to study the pregnant words of 
such a writer as Mr. Graham, who has 
for years wandered over the face of our 
dependency, and has enjoyed many 
opportunities of intercourse with Cana- 
da's most eminent statesmen. He 
sums up his remarkfble essay by tell- 
ing us, in words which command our 
heartiest concurrence, that the value 
of the Dominion to the British Empire 
is absolutely priceless. 'During her 
infancy,' he adds, 'she gave the ordi- 
nary trouble of children, but now, a 
credit to her parents and herself, she 
has entered the world, ami what she 
asks is a return of that honest affection 
with which she regards the country 
from which she sprang and "whose good 
features she is reproducing so faith- 
fully. If she were in other hands — 
for independence is at present out of 
the question — the loss would be almost 
the severest one can imagine to Great 
Britain. A maritime State like Nova 
Seotia could, if alienated, give a pre- 
ponderance to the United States which 
they are far from possessing so long as 
the Dominion forms partof Britain. Not 
without something akin to shame do 
we feel ourselves constrained to call 
pointed attention to the most recent 
utterances of an Englishman who 
knows and thoroughly values Canada. 
It has often been remarked by exper- 
ienced travellers that no man can 
rightly understand the position of his 
own native country until he contem- 
plates it through t he eyes of those who 
live at a distance of two, three, four or 
ten thousand miles from its shores. 
We are hut repeating the experience of 
every Englishman who has passed a 
week at Quebec; Montreal or Toronto, 
when we say that the intensity of Can- 
adian loyalty to the Crown aud Consti- 
tution of Great Britain is of a nature 
and force to put the coldness and 
half-hoartedness of native-born En- 
glish loyalty to the Mush. When 
through the inconceivable blundering 
of her statesmen and the short-sighted 
stubbornness of her monarch. England 
lost in the American colonies tho fair- 
est jewel of her Crown, a few loyal En- 
glish gentlemen who had sacrificed all 
that they hold dear, for their king and 
country, resolved that the barren for- 
ests and Arctic frosts of Canada under 
a monarchy were worth all that 
affluence and climate could offor under 
a republic. From that hour to this 
the affection of the Canadians for 
their proud mother has known neither 
stiii! norubati mont. Again and again 
has the legislation of the British 
Parliament been conceived in selfish 
and ignorant blindness of the true in- 
terests of British North America. 
Shortly after the enactment of our own 
Rofonu Bill of 1832, there were a few 
brief passagos betwoen the mother 
country and the colony which wore for 
the moment a threatening and angry 
appearance; but with this momentary 
exception Canada has for the last fifty 
years been inalienably attached to her pa- 
rent, and never was her deep-rooted affec- 
tion to Greal Britain more abundantly 
manifested than during the course of the 
Crimean war. The lirst communication 
Kont by Kir Edmund Head, when Gover- 
nor-General, to Downing street transmit- 
ted si vote of congratulation to the Queen 
from both Canadian Houses on the suc- 
cess of her arms and boheqne for £20,000, 
voted by Parliament, as a subscription to 
tin- fund for relieving the widows and or- 
phans of those who fell before Sebdstopol. 
Private aubsciptions found then- way in 
abnndanco acroHS tho Atlantic; the regi- 
ment raised in Canada [or foreign service 
was pronounced by oonnoissours to have 
no superior as regards the height and 
physique of i t .s soldiers in any army in 
tho old world. Such, then, is tho country 
lately the subject of language so strange 
and painful that it seemed belter to pass 
the outburst over in silence than to lend 
it additions."

Warwick Castle- 

Progren of (ho Work of Roittoratlon. 

An English letter contains the fol- 
lowing: .Those of us who have visited, 
with those who intend visiting, one 
of the most interesting of the old his- 
torical seats of she English aristocracy, 
will bo glad to learn that during the 
past year considerable progress has 
been made in restoring the private 
apartments ami hall of Warwick 
Castle, which wore destroyed by tho 
calamitous lire in December, 1871. 
Tho whole of tho external walls have 
boon repaired, and tho partition walls 
of the domestic apartments are nearly 
completed, and the work of internal 
decoration will shortly be commenced. 
The baronial hall is also progressing 
satisfactorily, but the workmen havo 
only just begun to restore tho diniup- 
room and the grand entrance hull. 
At the east end of tho hall two door- 
ways have been discovered, with arch- 
ed heads of tho 14th century, but no 
trace remains of the rooms or corridors 
with which they must at some time had 
communicated. Four closed apertures 
have also been found in the south waP, 
overlooking tho River Avon, corres- 
ponding with the windows in the ex- 
ternal hall, which light tho corridor, 
which passes within it, from the do- 
mestic to the state apartments. Those 
will be opened out, so as to light the 
upper part of the hall. 

Amid the debris carted out of tho 
ruins of the hall, many relies of the 
armor which adorned its walls have 
been recovered. Not withstanding the 
intense heat to which it was subjected 
and the molten lead from the roof 
having poured down into the hall, it 
is believed that nearly tho whole of 
the steel armor will be restored. The 
work has been intrusted to Mr. Syers, 
an experienced antiquarian armorer, 
who has already recovered and res- 
tored some of the most valued speci- 
mens. Among the number are Lord 
Broke's armor, in which he was killed 
at the siege of Litchfield; Cromwell's 
elaborately embossed helmet, the 
Duke of Montrose's polished armor, a 
splendid fluted suit of the time of 
Henry VII., and a variety of minor 
but valuable articles. The greatest 
loss will be in tho woodwork of the 
Indian guns and other armor, many 
of which were richly inlaid with silver 
and studded with jewels. These are 
hopelessly lost. Tho state apartments, 
from which the costly furniture and 
the gems of painting and sculpture 
were hurriedly removed when thejjtotal 
destruction of tho castle seemed immi- 
nent, have been carefully and skill- 
fully replaced and restored, and now 
bear only slight traces of injury.
